MERCY PLEA FUTILE 


AYilliston, N. D., Dec. 10.—Clove Cul- 


bertson, recently convicted of murdering 
three members of the Dillon family at 
Ray.'X. D., was taken from the Williams 
county'jail iby a mob today and hanged 
from a bridge near here. 


The lynching took place shortly before 


daylight. 
The lynching party,' which 


consisted of a large number of masked 
men, battered down the doors of the jail 
with a heavy iron pipe. . Despite the 
warnings of Sheriff Erickson, the men 
rushed into the. jail, tore'the door from 
the cell occupied by the prisoner oiiil 
dragged him out.

river, a mile and a half from town, and 
banged from a wagon, bridge.

on the merit of their cheir.icul identity. 


Bacteria Present in Air. 


"Tba presence of bacteria in the air 


was demonstrated by the earliest bac- 
teriologists, and their demonstrations 
»ro still utilized by the exponents of the 
various apparatus for producing 'nuti- 
loptic air. That bacteria are present Ui 


' normal air can not be denied, but the 


relative importance of such bacteria maj 
readily bo exaggerated. The number ot 
bacteria may readily bn 
exaggerated. 


The number of bacteria ingested by the 
a»e.rage individual in a day exceeds tin1 
number inhaled in a lifetime. We should 
breathe more freely and Kwa.llow morn 
cautiously. 


"Contrary to the general belief, ef- 


ficient ventilation does not reduce the 
bacterial contents of the air in a room. 
Proper ventilation impliwt circulation, 
and increased 
circulation carries dust 


particles and bacteria into the atmos- 
phere that in a stagnant room would 
settle, to the surfaces and remain there. 
Sewer air, as much dreaded as a cause 
of disease, is relatively free from bac- 
teria. 
Expired air is sterile a« exhaled 


under normal conditions, and forcibly ex- 
pired material containing bacteria settles 
readily and adheres to the surface, with 
which it flrstVomes in contact, remain- 
ing there until dri*d before it may readily 
be detached bv t'w air currents. 


Bacteria Have No Wings. 


"The suppression of contagious dls- 


i 
eases in our public schools has probably 
Httlis bearing on the bacteriology of the 
atmosphere. Bacteria are nor, winged ob- 
jects that fly through space, but solid 
bodies that fall by virtue of their own 


- 
u'ravitv. The logical disinfection ie sur- 
face disinfection, and this may be cheap- 
ly and satisfactorily done by allowing 
the, atmosphere in the room to remain 
ivuict for a few hours imd then goiu<;

ries; greenstone, limestone, and sand- 
stone. The turquoise is found in veins 
in the rocks. This ridge of hills runs 
to a height of 6,655 feet; the highest 
point at which turquoise has been 
found Is 5,800 feet above sea level;, 
the lowest point, 4,800 feet. 


One mine is entered through a nat- 


ural cave running out on to the side 
of the mountain, and is worked by 
means of rough shafts and levels.
